What Congressman Tillman Said at a Meet- 
ing at Edgefield—His Views Upon the 
Third Party People. 


CHARLEsTon, S. C., August 25.—[Special.] 
The two Tillmans, governor and congressman, 
are waging a relentless but apparently hope- 
less war against the subtreasury scheme in 
this state. They are backed by Senator M. O. 
Butler. All three are now on the stump at- 
tending the alliance picnics, which are going 
on all through the state. 

Congressman George D. Tillman delivered 
a political speech at an alliance gathering in 
— county Saturday, which contained 
probably the most scorching arraignment 
of the national alliance leaders that has 
yet been uttered in public. Referring to 
the free coinage craze, Mr. Tillman 
said if Cleveland, who betrayéd his party

LE ABOUT THE TROUBLE IN THAT 
UNHAPPY REPUBLIC. 


BADIFEELING BETWEEN 1HE TWO PARTIES. 


President Sacasa, Fearful of Losing His 
Own Head, Has Prominent Progressists U 
Arrested, and Will Expel Them. 


Manaaua, Nicaragua, August 25.—The 
news telegraphed from Granada to the United 
States to the effect that there had been riots 
there on Sunday last, and that the chief of 
police and six men had been killed, and that 
three important personages were to be ex- 
pelled from Nicaragua, with the warning that 
they would be shot if they returned, is correct. 
Fuller details are now accessible. 

Granada on Sunday was the scene of a coup 
de main, by which President Roberto Sacasa 
tried to rid himself of his most prominent op- 
ponents and at the same time nip in the bud a 
possibly growing revolution. The gentlemen 
arrested include two ex-presidents of Nicaragua 
and an editor and owner of the mostimportant 
daily journal in the country. 

Granada is practically in a state of siege,and 
troops here at the capital are confined to the 
barracks. In addition, opposition to Presif 
dent Sacasa is growing daily, and affairs are 
assuming a critical position. 

CAUSE OF THE RACKET. 

For many years a Vigorous rivalry has ex- 
isted between the ancient city of Leon and 
the more modern Granada, and between 
the progressists, whose headquarters 
are at Granada, and the iglesistas, or 
Roman Catholic chureh party, whose strong- 
holds are Leon and Man Granada for 
many terms past has furnished the country 
with presidents, but atthe last election, by 
undue means, the progressists claim that 
@acasa, a Leon man, was chosen president. 
Sacasa had previously been a sena 
tor, and on the somewhat mysterious 
death of President Carazo, two years 
ago last October, Senator Sacasa was 
duly chosen to fill out the unfinished term. 
This was not approved by the progressist 
party, and President Sacasa became more and 
more unpopular as it became known that he, 
backed up by the Leon or church party, had 
determined to leave no stone ynturned to 
bring about his election to the presidency 
after he had filled out Carazo’s unexpired 
term. 

In spite of the opposition party, and of the 
increasing unpopularity of his administration, 
Sacasa succeeded in his ambitious plans, and 
in November last was elected president. 

SACASA ANTICIPATED THEM. 

Naturally this only served still further to 
embitter the feeling existing between the 
progressists and church parties. It was 
whispered thatan attempt would be made, 
by force of arms, to oust Sacasa 
from the presidency, and he apparently 
determined to do his utmost to prevent the 
) ressists from bringing about his downfall. 
Bur no trouble was anticipated until the elec- 
tions, which are to be held in November, and 
very few people anticipated that Sacasa 
would attempt a coup de main in Granada it- 


self.

THE ARRESTS ON SUNDAY. 

This plan was executed Sunday. The men 
above named were most unexpectedly arrested 
on the charge of conspiracy against the govern- 
ment and were taken to the quartel. Their 
arrest caused great excitement in Granada and 
Vi g attempt to rescue them was made. @ 

he quartel was attacked, the soldiers were 

fired upon, the latter returning the fire, and a 

number on each side were killed and wounded. 
THE CASUALITIES. 

The exact number of casualities is not 
known, but it is reported that the chief officer 
of the police and at least six soldiers were 
killed, and that some fifteen citizens were 
shot. General Chamorro and the other pris- 
oners were subsequently brought to Mangua 
under a strong guard,and Granada was 
placed in a state of siege, pending the subsid- 
ing of popular feeling. 

The important prisoners yesterday were 
sentenced to be escorted across the frontier and 
ordered never to return under 3 of death. 
The prisoners will be secretly taken to the 
frontier, but to what point, and whether on 
the Honduras or Costa Rica line is not generally 
known. Possibly the prisoners will be allowed 
to embark on some vessel at Carinto. The 
Chamorro, Zavala and Guzman families are 
among the most wealthy and important in 
Nicara and consequently the arrest and 
expulsion of the gentlemen named causes in 
tense excitement.

THE FIGHTING NEAR VALPARAISO. 


It Is Thought to Be the Deosive Struggle. 
The Latest from War-Racked Chile. 

Lonrpon, August 25.—The papers here wel- 
come the news of the battle which began Fri- 
day last, near Valparaiso, between the govern- 
ment troops and Chilean insurgents. They 
believe that both the corftending forces have 
concentrated all their energies in the vicinity 
of Valparaiso, and the battle which hal been 
so fiercely waged there is an indication of the 
speedy end of the struggle which is bringing 
such disastrous results to Chile.

a favorable influence upon the stock ex- 
changes.

A CLASH OF AUTHORITY 


Between President Thomas and Superin- 
tendent McCollum. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., August 25.—[Special, ] 
A clash of authority occurred between Presi- 
dent Thomas and Superintendent McCollum 
of the Western and Atlantic, in which the 
latter came out ontop. Thedeath of Agent 
John F. Reynolds, at Dalton, last week was 
the cause of it. The clash came in this way. 
When Superintendent McCollum learned of 
the death of Agent Reynolds he filled the 
vacancy by appointing his chief clerk, 
J. O. Bowden, to the position. Matt Garner, 
local cashier in the freight department of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis here, 
and son-in-law of Superintendent McCollum, 
resigned to sueceed Mr. Bowden as chief clerk 
to his father-in-law. Agent Peebles secured 
L. T. Zbinder, cashier in the Southern Ex- 
press Company, to succeed Garner. 

Bowden was to have assumed the agency at 
Dalton today. Yesterday, Superintendent 
McCollum was telegraphed by President 
Thomas that he had a man forthe agency at 
Dalton, and to suspend all appointments. This 
morning Tom Peeples, an old and well-known 
conductor on the Western and Atlantic, 
assumed the agency at Dalton as President 
Thomas’s appointee. Agent Peeples says he 
will not discharge Cashier Zbinder, and so to- 
day Superintendent McCollum’s son-in-law is 
out ofa job. It is supposed Mr. Garner will be 
taken care of. His friends hate to see him 
leave the city. The clash of authority between 
the superintendent and the president is amus- 
ing to railroad men here. 


TO REMOVE THE INSPECTOR. 
A New Feature in the Tennessee Convict 


Squabble. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., August 25.—[Special.

growing out of the recent uprising of 
miners against convict labor at Briceville, in 
Anderson county. 

A few days ago the state board of peniten- 
tiary inspectors ordered a removal of the con- 
victs froia Briceville, because of the alleged 
unsanitary and illegal condition of the mine. 
This action was taken after the board had 
confirmed, by personal investigation, a report 
of the mine’s condition made by George W. 
Ford, state labor commissioner, who, by law, 
also fills the office of mine inspector. Injunc- 
tion proceedings are pending to prevent the 
convicts’ removal, 

Mr. J. E. Goodwin, who leases the convicts 
now at Briceville, filed a bill in the circuit 
court to have Ford declared ineligible to hold 
the office, and secure his removal, and have 
the office declared vacant; also, to enjoin Ford 
from further exercising the functions of the 
office. The petitionis based upon the fact 
that the law requires that the mine inspector 
shall practical miner of tive years’ experi- 
ence. Itis charged that Ford is nota miner, 
but a shoemaker, and has absolutely no experi- 
ence in mining, and that his holding the office 
is not only unlawful, but prejudicial to the 
rights of persons engaged in mining. His 
holding the office is alleged to be ot get im- 
position. Great injury is predic to the 
mining industry. 

It is further all “that said Ford not only 
is unqualified and ineligible to fill said office,

A RICH TRANSACTION. 

The bill shows that on the 3d day of April 
lastiS. and W. S. Larned sold to the bank the 
buildings now occupied by McCarty & Sawyer 
and S. Lewy, the consideration being $30,000. 
On the McCarty & Sawyer building there wasa 
mortgage of $6,000 which was not satisfied be- 
fore the transfer, and which still exists. There 
was no formal transfer of this property to the 
bank, a simple entry on the books showing the 
transaction. On the same day the deposits 
- ghow a credit to W. S. Larned of $26,500 and 

to Nettie Larned, his wife, a creditof $2,500. 
These amounts, together with $1,000 rent notes 
on the McCarthy & Sawyer building, and 
which Mr. Larned retained, just equal the 
$30,000 given as the price at which these build- 
ings were sold to the bank. 
THE BUILDING THEN MORTGAGED. 

The bill further alleges that after this so- 
called transfer, S. and W. 8. Larned mort- 
gaged the building occupied by Lewy to the 
Scottish American Mortgage Company, of 
Edinburgh, Scotland, for $6,000, this making 
the two buildings cost the bank $42,000. This 
mortgage was made on the 28th day of April, 
and is signed by S. and W. S. Larned an 
their wives.

count to the amount of $3,750, for which upon 


the expiration of his term of office he gave 
notes of $50 each to run through something 
like three years. These notes are unsecured. 
J. C. Roberts, cashier, is also overdrawn 
$1,000. 

MAKING THEMSELVES SAFE. 

The bill shows, too, that upon the 24th day 
of April, the day of the failure, W. S. Larned 
drew out $3,000 and J. C. Roberts $100. The 
books of the bank show that on that day the 
deposits amounted to $13,162.79, although 
there was no cash in the bank at the time the 
assignment was made. 

The bill also shows that the Oxanna Build- 
ing Association, of which 8. Larned 

is president, and W.S. Larned secretary and 
treasurer, bought from the South Anniston 
Land Company atractof land upon which 
they gave a mortgage tothe American Build- 
ing and Loan Association, of Minneapolis, 
Min., for $5,500. These lots were improved 
and sold on the installment plan to various 
es. The notes of these parties were after- 
ward sold to the bank at their par value, and 
now the makers refuse to pay any part of them, 
owing to the Minneapolis mortgage being still 
on the property. 

The bill furthur shows that other notes 
of worthless character were discounted by 
the bank at their face value. 

THE NEGLIGENT DIRECTORS.

CHANCELLOR BOGGS SPEAKS. 


He Argues Strongly in Favor of Educating 
the Teachers. 

Waycross, Ga., August 28.—[ Special.] At 
the Peabody institute on Friday afternoon 
Chancellor Boggs, of the State University of 
Georgia, delivered a most eloquent and forcible 
speech before the teachers and a large audience 
of citizens on the subject of a state normal 
school. His arguments were convincing as to 
the necessity of such an institution for the 


training of teachers for our public schools, but 


it is questionable whether it would be advis- 
able to establish this school at Athens or not. 

A large number, in fact a large majority of 
the teachers and friends of education think 
a normal school should be wide! separated 
from the University of Georgia. The proposi- 
tion of Dr. Boggs to donate for a consideration 
the deserted old Rock college,“ located in the 
country near the town of Athens, as asight for 
this normal school does not strike most of the 
friends of the measure favorably. Since the 
failure of the agricultural college the faculty 
of the university has been trying to unload 
this old Rock college on different enterprises. 
A resolution was adopted by the institute rec- 
ommending the legislature to establish two or 
more normal schools in the state. The teach- 
ers, however, were almost a unit in opposition 
to the schools going to Athens.

But this cool wave will not tarry with us 
long, according to the calculations of the 
weather experts. The wave was expansive, 
going as far as Texas in one direction and 
Pittsburg in another. Frosts fell in some 
places and ice formed in Montana. 

The chart made by the Atlanta signal ser- 
vice men shows the following temperature at 
various points: 3 

Atlanta, 66; Boston, 78; New York, 74; 
Knoxville, 58; Norfolk, 78; Wilmington, 82; 
Nashville, 50; Meridian, 56; Vicksburg, 51; 
San Antonio, 60; Augusta, 74; Savannah, 80; 
Charleston, 78, and Palestine, Tex., 60. 

The temperature was 12 degrees higher in 
Boston than in Atlanta. 

The indications are that warmer weather 
will prevail in the entire region visited by the 
cool wave.

The south has emerged trom her calamity, 
but there is no rainbow in the clouded sky of 
these poor men unless it comes from this 
home. I trust this house will have the jus- 
tice, wisdom and moderation to provide for 
these soldiers the home they deserve. 
If the legislature refuses this home, 
the humble gmves of these soldiers will 
enter an eternal protest against their action.” 

Dr. Hand’s Business Proposition. 

Mr. Hand, of Baker, spoke against. the 
measure. His remarks were as follows: 

“I have been highly entertained by the 
strains of eloquence which we have heard this 
morning. I propose to reply to the argument 
made in regard to the business aspect of this 
question. Itexhibits itself to me in a light 
different from that in which the gentleman 
from Bibb sees it. 

“If this property is so valuable as you rep- 
resent it today, we say sell that property and 
invest in some other property which can be 
bought cheaper. Thus you can maintaiz a home 
in any sort of style that you want to, as 
there will be a surplus enough from the sale of 
this property and the purchase of cheaper 
property, to maintain it for years.“ 

He compared it to the white elephant bus 
ness of the eastern nations. It was maintained 
and cared for at an immense expense by the 
officers of the governmen$, and brought no 
real benefit. It was to be kept up by the 
money coming from the poor, tax-burdened 
people of the state, the majority of whom were 
erying against the bill. 

“It Is Unconstitutional.” 

Dr. Chappell, of Laurens, said that he would 
detain the house but a few minutes. 

“I propose to look at this bill in a different 
light,“ said he. I would esteem it a privi- 
lege to speak for a bill whichis the result of 
the enterprise of the great and beneficent 
Grady. The trustees did not carry outthe en- 
terprise because they didn’t have the funds 
to doit. Did Mr. Grady make the mistake or 
did the association make it in carrying out the 
project when they did not have the funds to 
maintain it? 


“These gentlemen have forgotten the con- 


stftational part of this bill. The constitution 
says that no bill shall pass which refers to 
more than one subject matter. This bill re- 
fers to more than oné subject matter. The 
bill provides for the acceptance of the property, 
this is one subject. It says further that there 
shall be an appropriatien for the maintenance 
of this home, this is another subject. It 
further provides for a board of commissioners 
and rules and regulations to govern the insti- 
tuuon. This makes three subjects in the bill 
and the constitution says there shall be but 
one. This does not come under the proper 
head providing for an appropriation in the 
constitution. It is unconstitutional on that 
ground. Don't let sentiment run into the con- 
stitution. 

„Before I take my seat I shall offer a sub- 
stitute for this bill, which shall provide for 
the acceptance of this home, and this will be 
but one subject matter. 

**We can accept this property for the benefit 
of these old soldiers, and under another bill 
we can say what we shall do with it. We can 
provide for an appropriation if we wish. Ina 
separate bill we can provide for a board of 
commissioners. I send the substitute to the 
clerk’s desk to be read for information.“ 

The substitute which provided for the ac- 
ceptance of the home was read. 

“The gist of the substitute is to provide for 
the acceptance of the home for the benefit of 
the old soldiers. Let them bring up another 
bill tomorrow for an appropriation to main- 
tain it, and we will act on that then.“ 

The Bill Ably Advocated. 

Mr. Wooten, of Dougherty, made one of the 
ablest speeches of the day. He was a strong 
supporter of the bill, and forcibly advocated 
its passage. 

Some two years ago the people of the state, 
inspired by the patriotism of Henry W. Grady, 
contributed this fund for the benefit of the old 
soldiers of the state. The trustees have 
erected that building. The fund has been ex- 
hausted, and the trustees have completed 


their labor, and are now knocking at the doors | 


of this hail, asking that it be accepted for the 
benefit of these old soldiers. A magnificent 
soldiers’ home has been erected in Virginia. 


Maryland has one, and in Tennessee and

A Substitute Offered. 

Mr. Sibley, of Cobb, at last obtained recog- 
nition from the chairman. He sent in a sub- 
stitute for the bill, which was read for infor- 
mation. 

The substitute provided for an appropriation 
of $30,000 to the needy confederate soldiers of 
the state, $100 to be given to each one entitled 
to it, that he might receive the benetit of it at 
home and with his family. 

Mr. Lark's Views. 

Mr. Lark, of Clay, made a strong speech in 
favor of the bill. He said: 

“I favor the bill because Georgia owes it to 
her soldiers. I am the son of a sire who 
fought in that army. 

J don’t know the sentiment of a half a 
dozen gentlemen in the house, but I do say 
the state of Georgia ought to provide for her 
one-armed and maimed soldiers living through- 
out the state. The sentiment of home, wife 
and children, should prompt the members of 
this house to vote for the interests of the old 
soldiers and the people. There is not a single 
reason why the home should not be accepted. 
The gentleman from Miller said it should be 
accepted if tendered unconditionally. 

They tell you, Mr. Speaker, that it is a 
waste of money. When you say that, you 
tell the people that yon have for- 
gotton in twenty-six vears what they have 
done for you. I believe if it was left to Gedr- 
gia and the people the bill would be carried 
unanimously. Take the history of all the 
countries and see what they have done for 
their old soldiers. This is perhaps the only 
house in the southern country which opposes 
a measure for the benefit of their old soldiers. 

The bill is a good one, a just one, a moder- 
ate one. Never let the people say you have 
defeated a measure which they have asked 
and demanded of their representatives.“ 

Some Sound Doctrine. 

Mr. Perry, of Worth, made one of the most 
sound and logical speeches of the day. It was 
highly appreciated by his hearers, and his 
sound, honest doctrine was well applauded. 

Mr. Perry said he proposed to appeal to the 
judgment and reason of the members. 

„Reasoning from philosophical principles 
today I ask you to look at the plain, simple 
object of the bill. The object is to take up 
the poor confederate soldier, clothe him, feed 
him, comfort him in his last days. We want 
to take them up and point them to the Lamb 
of God that taketh away the sin of the world, 
that they may be saved in their last days. 
Let my tongue cleave to the roof of my mouth 
if I ever speak or vote against the poor and 
needy confederate soldier. 

„It is our plain and simple duty to establish 
this home, to clothe and feed these needy 
soldiers. They cry to us from every quarter, 
and we should heed them. We have here the 
best of opportunities to help them, and it will 
be our fault if we do not take advantage of it. 

„J don’t want to weary your patience, but I 
want to stand up and declare to you that I ex- 
pect to vote for the welfare of those that bled 
and died for their country.”’ 

Mr. Harris, of Catoosa: Those that bled 
and died will not be in it.“ 

More Opposition to the Bill, 

Mr. Bryan, of Floyd, said he wanted to take 
the position that public sentiment was not 
always right. He said he loved public senti- 
ment and loved to see the zeal of the advo- 
cates of any measure give expression to their 
opinion. 

will ask Kr sentiment upon the part of 
those that will be forbidden to'enter the home 
on account of the ties which bind them to the 

lace where they now live. Whenever the leg- 
islature moves in the cause, I want them to 
move so that it will reach every one of them. 
The soldiers of my community say they want 
what aid the state can give them, but 
they wantit direct.

Mr. Fleming’s Speech. 

Mr. Fleming made one ofthe strongest 
speeches of the day in favor of the measure. 
He said: 

Ma Chairman—I think I can justly claim to 
have pursued a fair, conservative and economical 
course upon all financial matters that have come 
before us.

SENATE ROUTINE. 


What Was Done Yesterday in the Upper 
House of the Legisiature. 

The rules were suspended and Senator 
Goldin, of the thirty-eighth, introduced a bill 
to repeal section 3910a of the code, which refers 
to the appointment, number and term of oflice 
ofjury commissioners. The bill provides for the 
appointment of one commissioner from each 
militia district who shall hold the office for 
four years, half of the commissioners being 
appointed by the judge every two years. 

The special order, Senator Beck’s bill to 
give persons who are injured by railroad com- 
panies a lien on the property of the company, 
was discharged. 

A Temperance Measure Amended. 

The bill by Senator Vinsent to amend the 
act passed at this session prohibiting the sale 
of intoxicating liquors within three miles of 
any church or schoolhouse, so that the same 
shall not apply tothe sale by the manufac- 
turer in original packages of not less than ten 
gallons, was put upon its passage. 

Senator Todd opposed the bill. He thought 
that a distillery was as injurious to a commu- 
hityasagrogshop. 8 

Senator Candler made a strong speech in 
favor of the bill. : 

Onacall for the yeas and nays, the bill 
passed by a vote of 25 to 11. 

The Athens Dispensary. 

On motion of Senator Cabaniss the house 

bill by Mr. Morton, of Clarke, providing for a

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The joint committee on rates held another 
meeting yesterday. 

Mr. Pat Calhoun, Colonel T. P. Carter and 
Mr. Estes appeared before the committee, and 
the matter of freight rates was thoroughly dis- 
cussed, 

Colonel Carter, of the Southern Railway and. 
Steamship Association, was questioned in re- 
gard to rates. He stated that the effect of the 
recent consolidation of the roads was to reduce 
the rates on freight, and that there had al- 
ready been a strong tendency to put local 
points on the same basis with competing 
points. am, 

Colonel Carter was examined at length by 
Mr. Calhoun and the members of the commit- 
tee. He stated that the tendency of the roads 
when separated, as when he first knew them, 
was to make the rates higher at local points 
than at competing points. The result pro- 
duced by the combination of these roads was 
to give local points the benefit of competition 
in a way they could not otherwise get 
it. He illustrated this by showing that “ 
higher rate could not be charged for 
a short haul than for a long one. 

When competition was gottexz with other 
systems that competion would be felt all over 
Georgia as well as throughout the entire south- 
eastern Cougtry. Colonel Carter stated that if 

Atlantic ports could be put on a 

ercial parity with the northeastern ports 

thére would be a reformation basis, and the 
/fesult would be a reduction in the rates. ä 

Colonel Carter and Mr. Berner discussed the 
possibility of developing the south Atlantic 
ports. Mr. Berner seemed to think that efforts 
in this direction would be useless, on account 
of the 100 years’ commercial development of 
the ports of the northeast. 

Colonel Carter replied quite warmly that he 
could not understand how any one could fail 
to appreciate the development of the southern 
ports. There was no reason why they should 
not be developed and direct trade with Europe 
established. 

Mr. Calhoun asked Colonel Carter if the 
Pennsylvania railroad should gain control of 
the Richmond and Danville railroad, and sepa- 
rate it from the Terminal company, it would 
not result in tyeing up the commerce of all the 
tributaries to its lines and carrying it to the 
northeastern Atlantic ports. Colonel Carter 
replied that it would. 

Mr. Calhoun then discussed the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia and Central sys- 
tems, and asked Colonel Carter if those sys- 
tems were controlled by northern systems, it 
would not be to their interests to pull the busi- 
ness from the south Atlantic ports to the 
northern ports. Colonel Carter said it would. 

Colonel Carter was then asked by Mr. Cal- 
houn,if the result of the separation of the com- 
ponent parts of the Terminal system, and 
their passing into the control of northern sys- 
tems, would not destroy the commercial 
equality of the south Atlantic ports. Colonel 
Carter said, in his opinion, he thought it 
would. 

Mr. Estes then made a statement charging 
that the raise made some time ago in cotton 
rates, going east from Augusta, was the result 
of the Terminal system. He seemed to be 
getting in pretty deep water when Mr. Cal- 
houn showed that the South Carolina roads 
were not controlled by the Terminal company, 
and that Augusta had the very remedy de- 
sired for this evil—free railroad competion.

The committee then adjourned, and the dis- 
cussion and investigation will be continued at 
the next meeting. 

The investigation will be a thorough one. 
The matter is in the hands of a thoroughly 
competent committee, and the people may rest 
assured that their report will show things up 
in their true light.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

WEW YORK, August 25.—The stock market again 
was active and strong today, and the same stubborn 
strength with a moderate degree of activity among 
the leading stocks was shown, and while the net im- 


provement outside of a few shares advanced all por- 


tions of the list, notwithstanding realizations on 
the strong stocks of yesterday, there was heavy buy- 
ing for foreign accounts in early trading this morn- 
ing, helping materially to make a strong opening and 
further advances of the forenoon. Buyers of Northern

Paul and Atchison were prominent in trading, but 
did not make any material advance more than the rest 
of the list until late in the day, when the latter spurted 
upwards.

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, August 25.—The trade was treated to a. 


surprise on ’change today. Indications at the start 
today were for a continuation of the weakness and 
decline of Monday, but in less than an hour after the 
opening the indications had all been lost sight of and 
the markets, which were soft early, became wicked 
and strong before the close. December wheat at one 
time was down to §$1.03%, sold up to $1.06 and closed 
at $1.05%;, the rise being due to sensational news from 
Russia and heavy clearances. Corn was whipsawed 
by the clique and short sellers who took advantage 
of the enormous receipts to sell freely were forced to 
cover in a way which sent prices up 4 or 50 at a jump. 
September sold off to 60g 0, went to 65c and closed at 
64360, and October sold at 56%;@60\4c, and closed at 
60c. The other markets were quiet and fairly steady. 

Wheat seemed inclined to a weakness today and was 
controlled mainly by local sentiment. Big receipts 
at the primary markets in this country, present and 
prospective, and the weakness displayed in the 
domestic markets, with advices from the north advis- 
ing that the frost damage has been very light made 
professionals bearish and there was liberal selling, 
under, which December wheat, after selling up to 
81.04%, early broke to §1.034. Then the real strength 
of the legitimate situation began to attract attention 
and there was a rally of le with sales back to $1.04'4, 
then it broke to FI. O3 u, and then back again to $1.04\4 
@1.04. The strength in wheat at the close was re- 
markable, the highest prices of the day being made 
ten minutes before the close, with heavy and excited 
trades. Prices shot up nearly 20 ina few minutes, 
when December rose to $1.06 and closed at $1.05, or 
lc over last night. The cause of the flurry was a 
statement in a Russian newspaper that wheat exports 
from that country would have to pay a big duty. 

Corn led all the other pits in speculative nervous- 
ness, and the rapidity and sharpness of fluctuations 
made the trade crazy. Big receipts —1,111 cars 
started the market decidedly lower this morning, and 
the first sales of September were 60';@5lc and October 
at 56'4@574c, and for a time there was plenty for sale 
at those prices, but everything was rapidly absorbed, 
and when the selling came to a halt prices quickly 
started up. Then early short sellers took alarm and 
began to buy back what they had so freely sold, but it 
was hardly to be had, and the scarcity made the shorts 
frantic to get it, and the price was quickly bid up to 
sage, with an occasional transaction at 65c. At this 
point the longs began to let go some of their early pur- 
chases, and there was 3 quick but irregular drop to 62 
for September and 5: 4c for October. There is evident 
manipulation by s -iique. Their brokers seem to buy 
on all depressions, but when short sellers get on the 
run they will only sell at higher prices. In this way 
short sellers were milked without remorse. About 
noon there was another nervous rally, and September 
went to and closed at 64'4c and October at 60c.

CHICAGO, August 25.—Cables have brought con 
flicting reports regarding the markets abroad. The 
preponderance of evidence, however, is that the 
markets there are generally higher. The local specu- 
lative feeling has been rather bearish. Trade was 
quite light, but when the shorts attempted to cover, 
near the close, they found no wheat for sale. The re- 
sult was a sharp advance of 15 cents per bushel. 

It does not seem to make any difference what the 
farmers’ deliveries are in this country, forcigners seem 
ready to absorb all offerings as fast as put upon the 
market. 

The action of corn shows very clearly that a few 
leading speculators have absolute control of the 
market, and they increase their holdings’ om all weak 
spots. 

Short sellers may cause a decline, and the deals 
show a prospective profit, but when they come to buy 
they find the offerings too light to protect their deals 
without loss. 

In view of the condition of the trade and the light 
stocks, we consider it extremely dangerous to sell 
September or October corm. We think 10 cents per 
bushel not an unreasonable margin for brokers to re- 
quire of their customers if they wish to trade on the 
short 3, or on the long side either, for that matter, 
ah. L they attempt to buy on any sharp advance. 

The trade in oats was fairly good, a shade lower than 
yesterday’s prices. 

Receipts were very large, but fhe demand seems bet- 
ter than yesterday, and offerings were all taken at good 


prices. 
In provisions it was a sort of general trade. Buying 
orders seemed to be fo# mess pork. There was also 
considerabie buying of pork and selling of lard and 
ribs, changing back some spreads previous'y made. 
There is some talk of an export demand for mess pork,

“If the constitution of Georgia prevents the 
Richmond and Danville railroad from leasing 
the Central, because they are competitors, it 
certainly would not allow the Georgia Pacific 
railroad to lease the Central and turn it over 
to the Richmond and Danville; and the same 
proposition holds true with reference to the 
lease of the Georgia road to the Louls- 
ville and Nashville and Central railroads. I 
| know that the Central railroad authorities rec- 
ognized the fact that, under the constitution 
of this state, the Central road could not lease 
the Georgia road. Mr. Wadley went forth as 
an individual and made this lease, and turned 
it over to the Central. If the Central could 
not lease that road directly from its stockhold- 
ers, Mr. Wadley could not lease it from the 
stockholders, and turn it over to the Central. 

The constitutional provision of Georgia is 
not aimed at the methods through which 
leases are made, but at the effect of leases 
when they are made by one road with another 
that competes with it, and are made for the 
purpose of defeating this competition. I am 
no lawyer, but I know that that is common 
sense and justice, and I know also thatit was, 
recognized by the authorities of the Central 
railroad that they could not legally 
lease the Georgia railroad. Mr.
